By the time they were born, Vietnam 
was already somber piece of American 
history for the students of today. The grim 
televised pictures from Southeast Asia 
were replaced by stories of political scan- 
dal stateside. The body count stood, 
58,135 Americans were dead. So were 
scores of Vietnamese people. 



The crisis in the Middle East has, for the 
first time, brought the youth of America 
face to face with the reality of war. As the 
world waits and watches, local students are 
collecting their thoughts on their govern- 
ment's use of force against Saddam 
Hussein, 

"I think everyone is waiting with bated 
breath to find out what the devil is going 
on over there," said Antioch School Dist.

The schools and faculty are" responding 
to the students' concerns by taking time to 
reflect upon and explore the history in the 
making. 

"I don't think these kids really have an 
impression of war," said Antioch Com- 
munity High School (ACHS) U.S. His- 
tory teacher Don Zcman, "I'm not sure 
they grasp war scenes as real. It's just 
more tv. It's theater." 

According to an informal survey of . 
ACHS seniors conducted by Social Stud- 
ies teacher Jim Curtis, about one-quarter 
supported the immediate use of force in 
Iraq. 

About half the students surveyed said 
they believed that Hussein would surrender 
without the U.S. flexing military muscle. 

The other half, not expecting Hussein to 
relent, were split on the manner in which 
to handle the crisis. Some advocated wait- 
ing for sanctions to work. The majority 
favored a use of force whether immediate 
or delayed. 

In general, girls were more apt to take a 
pacifist siance. Overall, Curtis said the 
consensus indicated that President Bush 
had painted himself into a corner and op- 
tions were limited. 

The only certainty in this scenario is 
that as the tensions heat up, so do the 
concerns of the students. The apathy of 
last August when Hussein stormed into 
Kuwait, has been overthrown by deeper 
concerns which hit closer to home. The 
prevailing sentiment, says Curtis: 
'hopefully this is all going to be over be- 
fore I graduate.'

"This is for real," said Curtis, "they've 
gone from not caring to concerned." 

The prospect of an involuntary enlist- 
ment, the draft, is a Weighty issue for 
students necessarily prcoccupied.-with the 
ways and means to direct their- futures. 
Curtis eases their apprehensions by 
reporting that enlistments have increased 
and Congress has not expressed any 
intentions of invoking the draft. Still, 
tensions are mounting, especially for 
those students with friends and relatives 
awaiting the command in the desert 

"I think it will certainly bring home the 
reality of what war really means," added 
Zcman, "they've never experienced any- 
thing like war." 

The concept of war is even more elusive 
to younger students. 

"It's a very militant kind of thing," said 
Lake Villa Intermediate School seventh 
grade teacher Larry Bock, "I'm kind of 
surprised, they seem to be gung ho for it" 
'Glamorous' and 'exciting' are words fre- 
quently heard from third graders to describe 
the conflict, according to B.J. Hooper 
School Supt. David Whale.

A team of police officers blew the 
whistle on a sports betting operation, 
shortly after kick-off of the American 
Football Conference Second Round Play- 
off Game, Jan. 12. 

Fred Vcrmcyen, 47, 295 Joanna Ct., 
Antioch, was arrested in connection with 
the raid at 25091 W. North Circle Dr. in 
Antioch Township, said Lake County 
Sheriffs Lt. Chester Iwan. 

Through an ongoing investigation, a 
group of officers from the Chicago Police 
Dept. Vice and Gambling Division, 
Illinois State Police and Lake County 
Sheriffs DepL were able to execute search 



warrants and uncover the "wire house", an 
establishment for the taking of sporting 
event bets. 

According to Iwan, shortly after 11:30 
a.m., officers entered the North Circle lo- 
cation and discovered a network of cellular 
phones, numerous tally sheets and about 
$20,000 in cash. With the phones ringing 
continually, experienced officers retrieved 
the calls and logged about S5,500 in bets 
in a 15 minute period. 

"This arrest is another part in an ongo- 
ing investigation into syndicated gam- 
bling," said Iwan.

Two men were trapped, one fatally, in a 
construction cave in near Mundelein, in 
the Countryside subdivision on Thursday 
afternoon, Jan. 10. 

The two men, Brian Mead, 28, of 
Wildwood and Joe Ganziano, 36, of 
Crystal Lake were digging a trench to 
carry sewer line, when the unsupported 
walls of the 22 ft. deep trench caved in. A 
resident was flagged down by another 
construction worker and the call was re- 
layed to the Countryside Fire Dept., 
which responded after notifying the Lake 
County Deep Tunnel Rescue Team. 

When rescue workers arrived they found 
both men buried, Mead completely, and 
Ganziano headfirst, with only his legs 
showing. According to John Janski, a 
Lake County deputy sheriff, rescue work- 
ers located the two men, uncovered 
Ganziano, and pulled him from the hole. 

"We just managed to get an oxygen line 
down to the second man (Mead), when 
another set of cave-in's occurred," said 
Janski. Rescue workers were forced to 
abandon the site at that point, and the 
second and third cave-ins buried Mead 
completely. 

Ganziano was transported to Condell 
Hospital where he was treated and released. 
Mead, who was not fully dug out until 
2:53 a.m., died of suffocation, according 
to Lake County Coroner Barbara 
Richardson. Pathologist Larry Bloom 
listed the death as mechanical asphyxia, 
which is caused when the lungs are pre- 
vented from expanding.

The two men worked for MHI 
Construction, an Island Lake Company. 
OS HA (the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration) is said to be 
investigating the cave in, and the lack of 
shoring at the site. 

According to reports, construction su- 
pervisors at the site felt that the hole was 
wide enough to prevent the kind of cave-in 
that claimed Mead's life, and gave the or- 
der to proceed without shoring the 22 ft. 
deep trench. The 22 ft. deep trench was 
only 10 fL wide at the top. According to a 
representative of OSHA, the opening 
should have been six times that size. 

Ultimately eight fire departments re- 
sponded to the emergency, sending out 
members of the Lake County Deep 
Tunnel Rescue Team, a new unit formed 
to handle emergencies that might occur 
during work on the JAWA (Joint Action 
Water Agency) project. Rescue workers 
were present from Countryside, Gurnee, 
Grayslake, Knollwood, Libertyvillc, Lake 
Bluff, Mundelein, and Wauconda fire de- 
partments. 

Emergency shoring was put into the 
tunnel by the rescue team and workers, 
ignoring the 20 degree temperature and 
falling snow, began to dig out the buried 
worker, using buckets and shovels. Work

continued at this pace until 7:45 p.m. 
when, despite previous attempts at cau- 
tion, a signal was given to put a large 
backhoe into operation. 

Rescue workers at this point had uncov- 
ered Mead's body where it lay beneath a 
clay shelf. Questioned at the scene about 
the use of the more dangerous backhoe, 
one rescue worker, who did not wish to be 
identified, said, "Let's put it this way, he 
isn't salvageable." 

Approximatly 15 minutes later, 
Countryside Police Chief A. Lewis 
Landry called an impromptu press confer- 
ence to announce Mead's death. Mead's 



body was not removed from the hole until 
after 3 a.m. 

Mead's father Martin, was at the scene, 
having insisted that Mead's mother, 
Imogene, wait in a car a short way from 
the site. Mead reportedly lived with his 
parents in Wildwood. It is not known 
where Ganziano lives. 

Mead is survived by his parents, two 
sisters Cathy and Karen, and other rela- 
tives. 

Michael Lesperance, owner of MHI 
Construction was on the scene of the 
cave-in, but was unavailable for comment," 
both then and afterward.

Rescue teams aid snowmobilers 



Firefighters and rescue teams from three 
west Lake County departments were kept 
busy last weekend rescuing snowmobilers 
who crashed through thin ice on the Chain 
O' Lakes. 

Six sleds broke through ice on Columbia 
Bay and two riders drove into Bluff Lake, 

Teams from Antioch, Lake Villa and 
Fox Lake worked together to retrieve 
drivers and snowmobiles from the water. 

Fire Chief Stu Hochnc of Fox Lake said 
a heavy snow cover has made ice both 
dangerous and deceptive. Channels have 
only two inches or less of ice, 

"Where there is moving water, ice 
conditions are especially dangerous, 
Snowmobilers should stay away from 
areas where there are no tracks," Hoehne 
declared 

Unless there is a prolonged cold snap, 



snowmobiling will be more dangerous 
this weekend, police warned. 

Michael Christensen, 39, of 25960 
Lancvillc Dr., Inglesidc, was treated at 
Victory Memorial Hospital following his 
rescue from Petite Lake. Police said his 
snowmobile broke through thin ice in five 
feet of water. 

Asst. Fire Chief Kevin Kelly of Antioch 
said that foggy conditions hampered some 
rescue operations last weekend. 

Police reported that it is impossible to 
mark dangerous areas. "You have to use 
common sense," commented Fox Lake 
Police Chief Ron Nagcl. 

Marina owners said a combination of 
fairly mild temperatures and the heavy 
snowcover have combined to make 
hazardous conditions for snowmobiling on 
ice.

The 
brochures explain the program and tell 
how to sign up. 

Under Link Up II, qualified low-income 
individuals can receive a monthly credit 
which is double the amount of the Sup- 
plemental Line Charge on their telephone 
bill. Illinois Bell's Supplemental Line 
Charge is S3. 36, The total monthly Link 
Up II credit for an Illinois Bell customer 
will be S6.72. 

Half of the credit is provided through 
federal funding and a matching amount is 
funded by a 15 cents per line monthly 
surcharge that will appear on telephone 
bills beginning Feb. 1. The Illinois 
Commerce Commission authorized the 
surcharge in October. 

Link Up II is the second phase of a tele- 
phone assistance program that helps needy 
individuals and families with telephone 
service costs. The Illinois program was 
developed by the Illinois Commerce 
Commission in consultation with the 
Illinois Telephone Assn., which represents 
56 companies that provide local telephone 
service throughout the state, and consumer 
organizations. It has been certified by the 
Federal Communications Commission. 

The first phase of the program, Link Up 
Illinois, waives half of telephone service 
installation charges up to $30. The pro- 
gram waives S27.50 of the S55 service 
installation charge for Illinois Bell cus- 
tomers. 

Customers who received installation as- 
sistance through Link Up Illinois auto- 
matically will receive the monthly credit 
of $6.72 through Link Up II. 

Individuals qualify for either or both 



programs if they meet the following crite- 
ria: The recipient is not claimed as a de- 
pendent for federal income tax purposes, 
unless the applicant is more than 60 years 
of age; the individual or household 
participates in at least one of the follow- 
ing: Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children (AFDC); Aid to the Aged, Blind, 
and Disabled (AABD); General Assistance 
(GA, city of Chicago only); 
Refugee/Repatriate Program (RRP); Food 
Stamps (FS); and Medical Assistance. 

Only one phone line per household is 
eligible for these assistance programs. 

To sign up for the program, individuals 
must contact their local telephone com- 
pany. The informational brochures being 
mailed this month include applications 
instructions. Customers with general 
questions can call Illinois Bell at 
1(800)338-3600, or at one of the com- 
pany's local business offices.

Kehl is 
serving a five-year sentence for stealing 
the merchandise. 

Woznicl, a sergeant, was suspended 
with pay. If the conviction holds up under 
any appeal, Woznicl job status will be 
reviewed by the State Police 
administrative review board.

Ordinance revisions 
to rechannel authority

Antioch Mayor Robert Wilton is 
proposing revisions in two village ordi- 
nances to rechannel authority delegated to 
the police chief. A committee meeting is 
scheduled Monday, Jan. 21 at 6:30 p.m. 
to discuss the proposed revisions. 

Presently, trie police chief is empowered 
to make rules and regulations subject to 
the approval of the mayor. Wilton is 
proposing that the wording of the ordi- 
nance be changed to include the entire vil- 
lage board on matters pertaining to police 
department rules and regulations. 

Calling the ordinance weak, Wilton said 
that by giving the power to the board, the 
mayor would be required to vote on police 
matters only in the event of a tie. 

Also under review are three sections of 
an ordinance delineating the duties of the 
village administrator. Wilton is attempt- 
ing to exclude from the duties of the vil- 
lage administrator, any management or 
administration decisions dealing with the 
police department. 

"There are three sections under the vil- 
lage administrator ordinance that I feel are 



weak and do not give the authority and 
power to a chief of police that 1 think he 
should have," said Wilton. 

By eliminating what he calls a 
"duplication of authority", Wilton hopes 
through the revisions, to leave all disci- 
plinary action involving police department 
employees solely with the chief of police. 

Additionally, he proposes thai on mat- 
ters involving the creation, consolidation 
or combination of any office, departments 
or units of the police department, all deci- 
sions arc within the authority of only the 
chief of police.

The two Thompsons Letters to the Editor 



A good deal of hand-wringing is going 
on over what kind of governor James "Big 
Jim" Thompson was for Illinois during 
his 14 years in office. Thompson's 
supporters, many of whom touted him for 
national office for most of his early years,, 
look on the era as achievement 'amid 
adversity. Thompson's detractors sec a 
legacy of economic deterioration, 
dissipation of resources and political 
despair. 

Without doubt, Jim Thompson had flair 
and, in the early days, great promise. 
Whatever the rigors of dealing with a 
General Assembly dominated by the 
opposing party, Thompson generally was 
able to take care of his friends. Thus, 
along with the euphoria of Build Illinois 
where our local villages were able to 
utilize smidgens of state aid, Illinois got 
the expansion of McCormick Place, a new 
Comiskey Park, Navy Pier improvements, 
a lot of new prisons, an auto building 
partnership with the Japanese in central 
Illinois and one of the ugliest public 
buildings imaginable, Illinois Center in 
Chicago. 

While all this was happening, Illinois 
lost more manufacturing jobs than any 
other slate in the nation, coped with 
snail's pace economic growth, saw local 
education costs heaped disproportionately 
on the back of homeowners and 
experienced a serious decline in social 
services offered by the suite. 

Perhaps the best way to evaluate Jim 
Thompson is to compare his husbandry to 
the "other" Thompson, Gov. Tommy 
Thompson of Wisconsin. Inheriting a 
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state in economic doldrums, Gov. 
Thompson of Wisconsin quickly created 
virtual boom conditions by hacking taxes 
and reining in spending. Personal income 
of Wisconsin residents has grown and 
unemployment is lower than Illinois. 
Lake County is witness to dozens of 
families moving across the stateline to 
take advantage of significantly lower, 
housing costs; Northern Illinois 
businesses arc relocating to "Wisconsin to 
cut utilities costs and benefit from a 
friendly labor market. 

Perhaps, the handling of highway 
transportation needs in Lake County best 
typifies the Illinois Thompson's approach 
to governing. ». 

Instead of fulfilling crying needs for 
cast-west arterial highway expansion, Big 
"Jim orchestrated the revival of a 
mothballcd, 25-year-old pipe dream for yet 
another north-south spoke believed to 
foster economic growth — the infamous 
Rte. 53 extension into central Lake 
County. Pessimists with good reason see 
the Rte. 53 extension as more of a typical 
Thompson response to the needs of road 
builders and politically influential 
landowners than residents of a growth- 
choked locality fighting to cope with 
gridlock and destruction of an enviable 
environment. 

Illinois' succeeding Governor Jim may 
already have sown the seeds for a new era. 
Edgar boldly campaigned on the premise 
that the state income tax will have to carry 
a bigger load — and the people just as 
boldly rewarded him with election for his 
refreshing new brand of political honesty.

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Small scuffle in big battle for clean air

Fighting the good fight for a safe 
environment is rough, tough and 
sometimes humiliating. 
Ask Chris Gieselhartand Ginny Nelson- 
Wulf, two activists who make it their 
business to keep abreast of both the good 
things and bad things happening to the 
environment in Lake County. 

Gieselhart, a resident of Libcrtyvillc, 
and Nelson-Wulf, of Lincolnshire, among 
other things, arc monitoring efforts of 
Entcch to establish a beachhead in the 
county for a solid waste disposal system 
representatives of the Anchorage, Alaska, 
based concern, arc billing as a 
technological break through for getting 
rid of the mountains of waste being 
produced by modern society. 

Two representatives of the company, 
William Anderson, who headquarters in 
Grayslake, and David Chapman, who 
makes his home in Lincolnshire, have 
been making the rounds of local 
governments to drum up interest in the 
system they call "thermal oxidau'on." As 
we understand it, Entech provides stand 
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alone units designed to eliminate waste 
on a local basis. 

Gieselhart, an officer of CLEAR, scoffs 
at Entech claims. "Whatever they can call 
it, 'thermal oxidation' is burning — 
incineration. And there are a lot of bad 
things for the environment associated with 
incineration," declares the school teacher. 
They make no secret of where they stand. 

So now you know why Anderson and 
Chapman were upset when Gieselhart and 
Nelson-Wulf showed up at a meeting at 
Fox Lake Village Hall where the Entech 
sales representatives were about to make a 
presentation for a group of elected 
officials including Mayors James "Jim" 
Lumber of Round Lake and Carl 
Schrimpf of Round Lake Beach. 

Anderson told the two women that they 
were not welcome; that the meeting was 
"closed." Gieselhart and Nelson-Wulf left 
the premises, but immediately checked 
with an attorney about their rights under 
provisions of the Illinois Open Meeting 
law. They were advised that the meeting 
sounded pretty public— a meeting attended 



by some public officials, talking about a 
public issue in a public place. So 
Gieselhart and Nelson-Wulf promptly 
returned to take both seats and notes. 

Anderson proceeded gamely with his 
remarks and the showing of a short film. 
When the group, which also included Fox 
Lake Trustee Kenneth Buchardt, began 
asking questions, Anderson said he would 
be unable to proceed until the two 
environmental activists left the premises. 
At this juncture, Gieselhart and Nelson- 
Wulf reiterated their rights; Anderson 
inquired about a police escort for them. 

By the time the group entered into a 
discussion of whether the meeting was 
public or not, this columnist had arrived. 
It didn't take rocket science intelligence to 
determine that, yes, the gathering was 
covered by provisions of the Open 
Meetings AcL The two mayors appeared 
embarrassed by the strident turn of events 
and started reaching for their coals. The 
village hall gathering disassembled at this 
point. 

Gieselhart and Nelson-Wulf described 
their embarrassment and anger as they left 




the village hall. They said Entcch's 
approach to dealing with solid waste is 
resulting in more questions than answers. 
The two environmental watchers said that 
SWALCO, the county's new solid waste 
agency, has expressed disinterest in 
Entcch. 

The following day, Lumber expressed 
the opinion that if Entcch has something 
to sell, the firm should train its guns on 
state and federal agencies and "stop 
horsing around" with small villages. 
Later the same day, Anderson smiled 
gamely and professed a desire to this 
writer not to break any state laws in 
trying to get the company's message 
across. 

If the pathway for clean air is strew 
with stumbling blocks, it shouldn't be 
any easier to impose new, unproved 
technology 

on our community. That's only basic 
fairness, the way it has to be.

"Waste Management has secured ex- 
clusive contracts in Warren Twp., Gunicc 
and Wauconda Twp. due, primarily, to 
special conditions in the bid specs. 

"However, it must have backfired for 
them in Lindcnhurst and Wadsworth. 
Obcnauf Disposal (of Mundclcin) got the 
contracts in those two communities."

Schmidt, along with Dist. 5 Rep. Carol 
Calabresa, was bumped from SAMP 
during a series of appointments at the Jan. 
8 county board meeting. The removal of 
Schmidt and Calabresa was ratified in a 
close 11-10 vote.

Are you one of the 26 
million Americans already 
working at home, at least 
part-time? If not, by the 
year 2000 you may well 
join the legion of worker 
whose "commute" is sim- 
ply from one room of the 
house to another. Follow- 
ing are several tips for set- 
ting up an office in your 
home: 

1. Since you will spend 
as much as 75 percent of 
your day sitting at a desk or 
drawing board, the chair you 
choose is of great impor- 
tance. Make sure it has a 
supportive back, firm seat 
and armrests, self- locking 
casters, and height that can 
be adjusted from six to nine 
inches, so that your feet rest 
flat on the floor. 

2. Desks vary according 
to tasks. The ideal height 
for a writing surface is 30 
inches, but for typing or 
computing, it's 26 inches. 

As an alternative, you can 
have both a desk and a 
separate typing or comput- 
ing table. Whatever style 
you choose, pedestal, cam- 
paign, even roll-top, it 
should be no longer than 
seven fee unless you have 
the luxury of abundant 
space. 



3. Storage problems can 
be solved in several inge- 
nious and practical ways: 
pegboards hold memos, 
notes, maps and easy refer- 
ence material. 

Vertical file cabinets take 
up less space, but lateral 
cabinets, especially those 
made of wood, will have the 
pleasant appearance of 
furniture, rather than office 
equipment. They also can 
help divide room space, and 
hold a printer or fax ma- 
chine. 

4. Lighting can mean the 
difference between serious 
fatigue and a relaxed 
productive area. Try to 
combine natural daylight 
with indirect lighting. 

Ideally, the natural day- 
light source should be a 
window or skylight facing 
north, because this reduces 
glare, especially on com- 
puter screens. 

5. The way your office 
looks can make you feel 
productive and motivated, or 
disorganized and demoral- 
ized. Avoid too many bright 
colors. For a sense of cheer 
and relief from boredom, 
use warm colors. For a 
calmer, more serene envi- 
ronment, use blues, greens 
and grays. Yellow increases 



productivity, red increases 
tension. Natural materials 
are soothing and reduce 
stressful feelings. 

6. While complete silence 
can give you an uneasy 
feeling of isolation, it is 
still a good idea to cut down 
on extraneous noises. Add 
draperies and weather-strip 
the windows to diminish 
outside noises. 

Baffle inside sounds with 
textured upholstery and 
paneled walls, preferably 
wood that is warm, durable, 
and insulating. 

7. Climate may not seem 
like a part of home office 
furnishing, yet the average 
person is satisfied in tem- 
peratures between 68 and 75 
degrees, and relative humid- 
ity between 40 and 50 per- 
cent. 

8. Humanize your office. 
If you have stripped it of all 
familiar family pho- 
tographs, books, collec- 
tions, and home accessories, 
put some back. 

9. Ensure privacy. While 
a separate office is not al- 
ways possible, you should 
define your work space as 
much as possible, using 
anything from a different 
telephone line to screens, 
room dividers, and doors.

A child's toy box you can build yourself 



Every child can use a toy 
box large enough to hold a 
bedroom-full of stuffed 
animals and playthings. 
And it's surprisingly easy to 
build. 

The plan uses standard 
size western lumber, so 
cutting is kept to a 
minimum. The only tools 
you'll need are a saw, a 
hammer, a tape measure and 
a drill. The Finished size is 



20-1/2 in. wide and 33 in. 
long by 22 in. high. 

The base of the toy box 
consists of a 2x2 frame and 
1x4 decking. Cut two 
lengths of 2x2, each 30 in 
long, and two lengths 17- 
1/2 in. long, glue and nail 
the comers to form a frame 
30 in. long by 17-1/2 in. 
wide. Attach five 30 in. 
lengths of 1x4 to the frame 
to form the decking. 



Cut four 2x2 comer 
posts, each 19 3/4 in. long 
and toenail to the corners of 
the base frame. (Or you can 
end-nail the comer posts 
from the bottom before you 
apply the decking). 

The wall panels, which 
are made entirely from 
1 x4s, can be preassembled 
on your workbench, then 
nailed in place.

will need five lengths of 
1x4, 22 in. long, and two 
lengths of 1x4 trim, each 
20-1/2 in. long, align the 
five 1x4s to form a solid 
panel, then attach the trim 
pieces to the top and 
bottom with glue and nails. 
The trim extends 1-1/2 in. 
beyond the panel on both 
the left and right sides. 

For each side wall, you 
will need nine lengths of 
1x4, each 22 in. long, and 
two lengths of 1x4 for the 
trim, each 30 in. long. 
Form a panel, as you did for 
the end walls, and glue and 
nail the trim to the top and 
bottom. The trim is flush 
with the sides of the panel. 

Drill two 1-in. holes 
through the trim at each end 
to attach the rope handles. 
You will need about three 
feet of 3/4-in. rope. Tie a 
knot at each end of the rope 
or tie it together on the 
inside to keep it in place. 

To assemble the walls, 
position the two end panels 
on the frame so the base of 
the panel is flush with the 
bottom of the frame and die 
lop is even with the top of 
the posts. Turn the box on 
its side and glue and nail the 
posts to the panel from the 
inside, then nail the panel 
and the base frame together. 

Position the side panels 



so they slip between the 
trim on the end panels and 
are even at the top and 
bottom. Glue and nail to 
the posts and base, and 
where the sides overlap. For 
added support, you can nail 
1x4s between the posts 
around all four sides near 
the top of the box. 

Cut four lengths of 1x4 
to serve as the top trim, 
mitcring the corners. Center 
the trim over the top edges, 
then glue and nail in place. 



You might want to round 
off the comers when you've 
finished. 

Heavy-duty casters can be 
installed for mobility. Or 
make wood "wheels" to 
attach to the base. Cut a 
2x8 into four triangles, then 
trim off the comers to form 
six-sided feet. Attach to the 
comers with glue and 2-1/2 
in. screws.

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Homeowners encouraged to check radon levels

If you were offered a 
method to prevent cancer in 
your life, do you think 
you'd take it? For some 
lime now there has been 
occasional encouragement 
by the media and 
environmental specialists to 
have radon levels in homes 
tested. But surprisingly 
enough, the majority of 
homeowners arc deaf or 
blind towards these pleas. 

Mahindar Sharma, 
Environmental Control 
Engineer for the Lake 
County Health Dcpt. 
believes that it's just like 
getting your blood pressure 
checked. There are those 
people who are very 
cautious and prefer to know 
what their levels arc, but 
others simply put it off 
until there are more serious 
warning signs, such as a 
heart attack. 

So in the never-ending 



pursuit to inform the 
public, this media is trying 
again to encourage everyone 
to get their levels checked. 
Radon, or Radon-222, as 
it is scientifically known, 
cannot be seen, smelled or 
tasted, yet it lurks 
essentially everywhere. It 
occurs naturally in rocks 
and soil. When the atoms in 
uranium eventually decay, 
the result is radioactive 
elements. Radon is one of 
these by-products. 

Although high 
concentrations of uranium 
arc rare, small traces arc 
commonplace in our 
environment. 

Because radon is a gas, it 
is mobile, Cracks in rocks 
cause the gas to seep out. 
Once it reaches the surface 
level, it is free to roam. 

When radon is exposed to 
the open air, it's 
concentrated power is 
greatly reduced. But when 



the gas it trapped and 
enclosed, such as when it 
enters a house, it can 
become a serious health 
risk. 

The Environmental 
Protection Agency 
attributes over 20,000 lung 
cancer deaths a year to high 
levels of radon gas 
exposure. Many scientists 
believe that it may be the 
most underestimated cause 
of cancer toady. If you 
breathe, you are at risk of 
exposure. That is why both 
the EPA and the U.S. 
Surgeon General 
recommend screenings for 
all homes to know their 
radon levels. 

The majority of radon 
found in homes poses no 
major threat. Radon levels 
are measured by picocurics 
per liter, (pCi/1). It is 
estimated that the average 
U.S. home contains only 
about 1.5 pCi/1. The EPA 
however, has established a

•Test your windows and 
doors to be sure they arc 
airtight. Move a lighted 
candle around the frames and 
sashes of the windows. If 
the flame flickers, you need 
caulking and/or weather- 
stripping. 

•Caulk and weatherstrip 
windows and doors. 

•Look for other air leaks 



through walls or ceilings. 

■If you don't already have 
storm windows, install 
them. Or, use a heavy-duty 
clear plastic sheet on a 
frame or a clear plastic film 
which can be taped tightly 
to the inside of window 
frames. 

•Close off unoccupied 
rooms and shut off the heat 
vents. 

•Use kitchen and bath 
ventilating fans sparingly. 
These fans can blow away a 
houseful of warmed air in 
just one hour. 

•Check the duct work for 
air leaks about once a year

dwellings. 

According to Sharma, in 
February of 1987, the 
Illinois Dept. of Nuclear 
Safety asked the Lake 
County Health Dept. to 
conduct a radon study of 
radon levels in Lake county 
homes. About five homes 
in each of the townships 
were randomly selected to 
participate. A variety of 
home styles were chosen 
including ranch and two- 
story styles. A measuring 
device was placed in the 
different homes. The 
residents simply had to wail 
the necessary time period 
and were given a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope 
in which they could mail to 
the lab for the results to be 
measured. Ten percent of 
the participants, for some 
reason did not turn in their 
devices. The other 90 
percent showed relatively 
comfortable levels. The 
average level was 2.3 pCi/1. 

Although this is 
somewhat comforting for 
Lake County residents, 
measurements in the study 
did range from 0.4 to 9.6. If 
a neighbor's house tested 
below the average, it is no 
guarantee mat your house 
will be the same. Homes 



arc each constructed 
differently with different 
passageways for the gas to 
enter. If a neighbor's home 
docs come up with an 
extremely high reading, 
don't become alarmed, but it 
is essential that your house 
be tested. 

Radon finds its way into 
homes through cracks in the 
foundation and through 
drains and joints in the 
basement It can also travel 
in water drawn from private 
wells into kitchens and 
bathrooms. The radon then 
becomes airborn when the 
water sprays from the 
faucets. 

Homes arc not the only 
type of dwellings that 
should be tested. It is 
important that schools, 
apartment complexes and 
workplaces also be checked. 

As Sharma stresses, "I 
don't want to scare people, 
but radon is a new problem 
and they should be aware of 
iL The cost of having the 
levels measured is very 
nominal, (S10 to $20). It's 
just like having their blood 
pressure taken, once they 
know that they have the 
problem, steps can be taken 
to modify or remedy the 
situations." 

If high levels arc detected 
there arc definite steps that 



can be taken to reduce the 
amount of radon in your 
home. In the short term, 
spent less time in the high 
level areas, such as the 
basement. Stop smoking, it 
may increase the risk of 
exposure to radon. And 
maintain proper ventilation 
in your house, open the 
windows to let radon 
escape, even in the winter. 

In the long term, block 
off and seal the areas where 
radon enters your home 
such as cracks in the 
foundation and openings 
around pipes. A contractor 
who specializes in ridding 
homes of radon can be hired 
to reduce levels also. 

There are various labs 
which will help measure 
your home's randon gas 
levels. Two of the local 
ones recommended by the 
Lake Count Health DepL 
are Teledyne Isotapes 
Midwest Labs in 
Northbrook at (708)546- 
0700 or Home Radon 
Detection, Inc., in 
Wildwood at (708)223- 
6517. For further questions 
about radon, call the Lake 
County Health Dept., at 
(708)360-6747. And . 
remember, when it comes 
to radon, "an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound 
of cure."

How to select the right tools for home projects 




More and more men and 
women are tackling a wide 
range of home improvement 
projects, from simple 
repairs t major renovations.

Tape rules are available 
with measuring capabilities 
over 30 feet for use in 
measuring property lines, 
gutters and sports fields. 
The experts say quality 
"long tapes" should be easy 
to hold, utilize a rust- 
proofed steel tape; and 



should have a handy fold- 
out handle for effort-less 
tape winding. 

A variety of projects also 
call for the use of a 
dependable all-purpose 
level. Levels can help guide 
the installation of many 
materials from posts and 
poles, bricks and blocks to 
shelves, doors, decks and 
even wallpaper. 

When selecting a level, 
choose one made from non- 
warping lightweight metal. 
A practical level also should 
utilize 360 degrees liquid- 
filled vials that are readable 
from any angle can can be

replaced easily if one should 
ever break. Most 
professional levels utilize 
three vials (filled with an 
alcohol mixture) so the two 
outside vials can be set in 
either the horizontal or 
vertical direction, depending 
on the project's 
requirements. 

Because of the majority of 
wood culling projects 
involve cutting against the 



wood's grain, the experts 
suggest purchasing a quality 
crosscut saw. To make all 
cutting jobs easier, select a 
crosscut saw with an 
aggressive tooth design to 
make the saw cut faster and 
more efficiently. 

When choosing an all- 
purpose hammer, one of the 
most important things to 
consider is the weight of the 
hammer head. A hammer 



head that is too light makes 
the work harder than it has 
to be, and one that is too 
heavy will be difficult to 
control. An all-purpose 
hammer, say the experts, 
should have a hammer head 
that weights around 16 
ounces. 

A dependable hammer 
head should be made from 
high-carbon steel and have a 
heat-treated face for strength.

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Cliffs pizza strudel a new palate pleaser

Looking for something with an inter- 
national flavor? Try this on for taste. 

How about a Frenchman making an 
Italian meal using a German idea? 

That's what Cliff Guilbeau has come 
up with while experimenting at home and 
in the kitchen at Bell's Apple Orchard in 
Lake Zurich. 

Guilbeau, 28, has high hopes of mar- 
keting "Cliffs Gourmet Pizza Strudel," a 
concoction of pizza dough, cheese, fresh 
vegetables, sauce and meat. 

While this writer may not be a 
gourmet (expert), he is a gourmand (chow 
hound), and from a regular guy's 
viewpoint, this strudel is good stuff. 

Guilbeau's offering looks like a huge 
loaf of Italian bread.

Each strudel weighs 
around three pounds. 

"It's a good product," Guilbeau said. 
"It's less greasy than regular pizza, and all 
the ingredients are fresh. What more could 
you ask "? 

Because freshness is a chief aim, the 
strudcls arc always a little bit different, 
Guilbeau said. 

"They're usually about a foot and a 
half long, but if one comes out two feet 
long, I don't cut it off — I don't skimp." 

The strudcls can be purchased cooked 
or uncooked. Prices start at S7.95 and in- 
crease according to the ingredients. Stan- 
dard ingredients include cheese, sausage, 
mushrooms, onions and green peppers. 

"It can be used as hors d'oeuvres or as 
a meal," Guilbeau said. 

The strudel is currently sold to the 
general public at Bell's (1005 W. Rte. 
22). In addition, several area caterers have 
picked up on Guilbeau's speciality. 

Guilbeau, a Wauconda High School 
grad, developed the strudel while working 
at Bell's during the winter months. During 
bcucr weather, Guilbeau also operates his 
own landscaping business, Northern 
Quality Lawn Grooming. 

After a five-year stint as a computer

operator for All-State, Guilbeau worked 
with his brothers in their construction 
business.

In addition, the strudel will be 
available at Bell's new bakery, which is 
set to open in Arlington Hts. in February. 

"The sky's the limit," Guilbeau said.

You hear about people starting in a base- 
ment or a garage — I hope to start from 
here — either grow with Bell's or go out 
on my own." 

Guilbeau said a friend, Tom Vosnos, 
is working with him to come up with a 
"flashier, classier" name and logo for 
marketing purposes. 

"You can't patent food, from what I 
understand," Guilbeau said. "But what we 
can do is put a logo on the package and 
copyright the logo." 

Guilbeau probably had to be quick at 
the table while he was growing up. The 
son of a Cajun man come north, Guilbeau 
is one of seven brothers and sisters. 

Guilbeau hopes Super Bowl party 
throwers will try his fare. At least a day's 
notice is needed for big orders.

Last year at this time, Marcus Zackery 
was one of the promising seniors that 
colleges watched with interest. 
Zackery toiled for Frank Belmont's 
Waukegan West team, dominating the 
middle with his 6-5, 208 pound frame.

Zackery scored 14 field goals, all from 
inside the paint, as CLC improved their 
conference record to 2-0. It has been a 
frustrating first half of the season for 
CLC, as the Lancers arc 3-13 overall 
following the win over Elgin. 
The win marked the second straight time 
CLC has rallied to victory. The Lancers 
trailed 56-50 at halftime against Morton 
before putting on a 22-5 show in the 
second half and winning 1 12-93. 
Ryan Coskey, an Antioch graduate who 
sets the standard for three-point shooting 
at CLC, scored 23 against Elgin and 
Corey Statham added 16. 
"Just good defense. The guys never game 
up," Statham said of the keys to the 
second half.

The first indication of an 
overheating condition, is 



■ the appearance and odor of 
the transmission fluid.

Among symptoms of 
transmission trouble are: 

1. Hesitating or slipping 
between shift points. 
. 2. Harsh engagement of 
gears. 
t 3. Unusual noises. 

4. Thumping or lagging 
when shifting. 

5. Staying in gear too 
long. 

6. A red or pink puddle 
under the car. 

All of the above warrant 



the attention of a qualified 
transmission specialist - 

Under normal driving 
conditions (and if the 
transmission is operating 
satisfactorily) preventive 
maintenance services 
involve replacing fluid and 
filter and, where specified, 
certain adjustments.

Intcrcable. 

||The panel, moderated by 
$alph Cianchetti, was 
comprised of six residents 




of Hawthorn Lakes who 
volunteered to express their 
opinions: Herb Duenow, 
81; Cy Rosenmcyer, 84; 
Parker Post, 85; Esther 
Post, 81; and two World 
War II veterans, Gilbert 
Button, 84 and Gerry 
Bergmann, 75. The mem- 
bers spent the last two 
weeks researching the Per- 
sian Gulf issue. 

Although all panelists 
agreed that the sanctions 
should be given time to 



work and a negotiated set- 
tlement is preferred to an 
armed conflict, WWII vet- 
eran, Gerry Bergmann, had 
some harsh thoughts on 
what could happen if the 
United States was drawn 
into war. He also offered 
what he believed would 
limit the bloodshed in case 
of such an event. 

Bergmann believes that 
should a war erupt, a con- 
ventional war would not 
represent a short term con- 



flict with minimal loss of 
American lives. Bergmann 
stated that because of this 
scenario, he would support 
the use of tactical nuclear 
weapons. He further asserted 
that the devastating results 
from the use of these 
weapons would demoralize 



Iraqi troops, lead to a sur- 
render in 24 hours or less 
and therefore result in min- 
imal civilian and U. S. ca- 
sualties. 

Tactical nuclear weapons 
are deployed by missiles and 
shell firing weapons, 
Bergmann explained, and are 



suited for desert warfare. 

Moderator Cianchetti 
summarized the afternoon 
by saying that no matter 

what course of action is 
taken in the Persian Gulf, 
the risks involved ar enor- 
mous.
